Why 
vst tiou cali thyself a brother of the Metho- 
dists } Thou art disowned by that respectable 
eee Why dost thou pretend to be a preach- 
er! No man that knoweth thy transgressions, 
would hear thee preach that gospel with the 
precepis of which thy practice is at open and 
constant War.

When England proclaimed an universal sove- 
reignty by the pretension of making the universe 
submit to a right of navigation, and of bringing 
the industry of every nation under the jurisdic- 
tion of her Parhament, his Majesty considered 
it the duty of all independent nations to defend 
their sovereignty, and declared denationalized 
the vessels which, ranging themselves underthe 
dominion of Mngland, recognized the sovereign-_ 
ty which she arrogated over them. af 
* His Majesty distinguishes the visit anu the 
recogmtion of the vessel The recogn.tion has 
no oiber object but te ssceriasn the reality ofthe 
The visit is an inferior inquest made not- 
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ed snd of which the result is eit i 
of individuals, the confiscation on an aia

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“His Majestr could not but attend to i 
ceedings of The United States, vis chen ee 
mg any complaint of France, comprised her in 
their acts of exclusion; and ia the month of 
May prohibited the entry into their ports of 
French vessels, under the penalty of confi.ca- 
tion Immediately that his Majesty was inform- 
ed of this measure, he ordéred 4 reciprocity to 
be used towards Amerizan Vessels, not only in 
his own territories, but abso in the countries un- 
der his influence. In the ports of Holland, Spain 
Italy and Naples, American veg sels were celand. 
because the Americans had Seized French vee 
sels. The Americans cannot hesitate as to the 
part which they ought totake. They ow-ht ci- 
ther té break the act of their Independence, and 
become again as before the revolution, subjects 
of England, or take such Measures that their 
commerce and industry may not be tariiTed by 
the English, which would render them? moce 
dependent than Jamaica, - which at least has an 
assembly of Representatives and its privileges. 

“Men without polity, witout honor, ‘und 
without energy, may well allege that they will 
submit to pay the tribute imposed by England, 
because it is light, but will not the Bagiis: feel 
that they would rather Rave the principle adiit- 
ted than increase the tariff, because, if this tri- 
bute, now light, should become insupportable, 
those who had refused to fight for honor musi 
then fight for interest. 

“The undersigned frankly confess that 
France has every thing to gain by giving the A- 
mericans a good reception in her ports. - Her 
commercial relations with neutrals are advanta-. 
geous to her, and she.is not in any manner jeal- 
ous of their prosperity. Great, strong, and rich, 
she is satisfied, if by her commerce, or that of 
neutrals, her exportations give a-suitable deve- 
lopement toher agriculture and ‘manufagtures. 

It is scareely tlrirty-years since the States of 

America became.anIndependent Government 
in the bosom of: the new world,. at the price of 
the blood of many immortal.wen, who perished 
on the field of battle, in order to shake off the 
leaden yoke of the English’ Monarch. These 
generous men were far from’ supposing, when 
they thus sacrificed their blood for the indepen- 
dence of America, that a question would so soon 
arise, of impesing on it a yoke. heavier than that 
which they had shaken off, in subuutting its in- 
dustry to the tariffof British legislation, and to 
the O-ders of Council of 1897. 
_ “Tt then the American Minister will enter 
into an engagement that American vessels shall 
not submit to the Orders of the English Council, 
of November, 1807, nor io any decree of block- 
ade, unless that blockade shall be real, the un- 
dersigned is authorised to conclude every species 
of convention tending to renew ‘the Treaty of 
Commerce with America, and in which shall be 
arranged all the measures. proper to consgoli- 
date the commerce and the prosperity of the 
Americans. ;

* IT have received your letter of the 24th inst. ' 
and exceedingly regret -the embatrassments 
with which you-have met. The explanations I 
have received with regard to the seizure made 
of our ships, &c. in the ports of Spain are not of 
a character to tranquilize you. They are said 
to be the résult of a principlé adopted by his ma- 
jesty, that accommerce denied tu France shall 
not be permitted to her allies. The presumption 
is that your casé will’be’sént'betdre the council 
of prizes. You shodld, théreforé, make your 
protest before competent authority, and forward. 
it, with power to employ attorney, &c. if neces- 
sary, to Mr. D. B. Warden, our agent here.” 


Extract of a letter:from an intelligent und respect- 
able agent in Nantz, io his friends in this city, 
dated Feb. 13. 2.2 >. 

“ Our affairs grow more gloomy every day, 
and {have lost all hopes of secing the sequestra- 
tion removed from the American property. ‘be 
day [left Bordeaux, (Feb. 8th) an alarming let- 
ter was received bythe Director of the Customs, 
froin Monsieur Collin, director gen. at Paris. 

A small Baltimore schooner, captain Jacobs, 
had en:ered the Garonne in real distress (bound 
to St. Sebastians) with a cargo of tobacco, and 
was seized by the custom house officers; because 
sie was less than 100 tens burthen, and conse- 
quently could not bring tobacco to France. Mon- 
s.eur Collin writes, in answer to a letier sent 
him by the Director of the Customs at Bordcanx, 
that he ha.! mistaken the reat ground on which 
the above schooner was to be se:zed—that it was 
not for the trifling difference of a few tons in her 
burthen, nor for merely violating the decision 
(Act) of the 14th of April, 1808, but on account 
of her nationality being A.nerican, and as such 
was possibly liable to confiscation. He then or- 
ders the director to’make a new seizure, tound- 
ed on the vessel being .dmerican, to have a new 
process verbal made out, and sent him, stating 
that the vessel and cargo was Ainerican, anc 
that he would. urge the condemnation at the 
Council of Prizes. I saw a copy of the letter — 
This proceeding appears to me to be a Declara- 
tion of War. It is-also reported here, that Or- 
ders have been given to sell the vessels and car- 
goes in Spain, for the profit and benefit of the 
French Gov: ramcnt
